If you arc offered "prizes" by a 
company wliosc contest you didn’t 
enter, don’t send any money until 
■ youfvc' verified the value of the prize 
you would receive and the value of 
tlie' merchandise you arc being sold 
with it. After all. you wouldn't blind.— 
ly order anything else without find- 
ing out about it first, so when a com- 
pany wants money up front for a 
"prize." you really are buying it.
